OPERATORS AND MINERS 
ARE COMING TOGETHER 


Prospects Are Bright in the Anthra- 
cite Fields for Peace and an Early 
Resumption of Mining Operations 
—Conference Now Meeting. 


Philadelphia, April 10,—Prospects 


of peace with an early resumption of 
anthracite mining grew much bright- 
er today, as the miners and the op- 
erators decided to sit down together 
and talk over their differences. When 
the negotiations, broken off on March 
15th, were resumed in the Reading 
terminal here this afternoon, George 
F, Baer, president of the Reading 
company, proposed on behalf of the 
operators to arbitrate their differ- 
ences; that is to let the anthracite 
coal strike committee which settled 
the strike of 1902, investigate pres- 
ent conditions and decide whether 
any modification of the commission's 
award is needed at this time. 

In the discussion that followed the 
miners thfew this offer aside and the 
conference agreed finally to appoint 
a sub-committee to take up the de- 
mands of the miners, with power to 
make arrangements for adjustment. 

The miners’ representatives said to- 
day that they fully expect a ten per 
cent increase in wages. Aside from 
the wages’ demand, that of recogni- 
tion of the union appears to be the 
stumbling block in the way of an 


agreement.

Philadelphia, April 10.—Across the 
state of Pennsylvania, from Pitts- 
burg to Philadelphia, Colonel Rocee- 
velt went campaigning today, making 
his appeal for support at the primar- 
ies dn Saturda,. t was the livelios( 
day of his campaign so far. In no 
other state which he has struck since 
he began his fight has he found the 
crowd so large and demonstrative. 

Wherever he spoke Colonel Reose 
velt asked the people to do on Satur- 
day what Mlinois did yesterday. 

“We knocked them over the ropes 
in Tilincis,” he said, ‘“‘and I want to 
see them take the count in Pennsyl- 
vania."’ 

His View of the Outcome 

The Colonel referred for the firat 
time tc. his view of the outcome o/ 
the fight, 

“If, as I believe,” he said, ‘we win 
in this fight, I want you to remember 
that your success must be turned for 
sccial and industrial justice.” 

“After what [I have seen yesterday 
and today,” ne said at another time, 
“l believe that cn Saturday Peansy!- 
vania will do what Lilinois did yes 
day.” 

In his address here tonight, Colonel 
Rcosevelt made a detailed expositior. 
of thecwies which he propounded in 


regard to the courts, He again di- 
rected severe criticism against Jcs. 
Choate, John C. Milburn and other 


N. Y. lawyers who have formed an 
association to combat his ideas. 

He said these men, whom he term- 
ec. “belittled attorneys for the defence 
cf special priviliges,” in taking the 
position they do, “nalcedly champion 
vested wrong.” 

He declared that they ‘are standing 
cheek by jowl with our worst repre- 
sentatives in politics when they seek 
to keep the courts in the grasp of 
private interests and the politicians.” 
After completing his main speech, 
Col, Roosevelt went to the Labor 
Lyceum Hall in Kensington, the 
ncitheastern section of the city where 
he received an enthusiastic welcome,

Your commission- 
ers feel, and the city engineer con- 
curs in their views, that the com- 
mittee has done sufficient work in 
outlining the principal] schemes, and 
collecting sufficient data to warrant 
your commissioners securing the 
services of one or More consulting en-

the cost of construction of the Na- 
tional Transcontinental Railway, 

The widest possfble publicity was 
given to the minister's statement, 
with the primary hope of persuading 
the pwhlie to belleve that the last 
government had been guilty of whole- 
@eale extravagance, and, in jhe second 
place, to have as great an effect as 
possible in South Renfrew, where the 
ex-minister of railways was then seek- 
ing election, Mr, Graham got his 
revenge, however, when he showrd 
that, in order to swel) the total as 
much as possibic, Mr. Cochriine had 
added to the correct figures at every 
possible point. 

Mr, Cechrane’s statement was 
cleverly prepared and the layman was 
scarcely able to see the weak epots

This exemption 
is in the nature of a subsidy, and as 
Mr. Graham said, a mile of the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway, costing $30,- 
600 and subsidized at $6,400, could 
not, under any process of reasoning, 
be said to have cost $36,400, 

Still another item of $7,884,840,32 
had been called congtruction cost, 
had been found in the bettermenta 
of the road for the nine years to fol- 
low its construction, and on top of 
this the minister has put the interest. 
These betterments ire improvements 
which the government may gee fit to 
finance in the eastern division for the 
company, the latter, of course, paying 
interest on the necessary expenditure. 
Such a transaction would be, of 
course, not eyen remotely connected 
with the original construction of the 
road; yet the minister has consideerd
